PLANTING SUGGESTIONS 


I suggest you start out with a planting of walnut 60 x 60 
ft. this makes 12 per acre. Then set a chestnut in each 
center of each square of walnut making 12 chestnuts per 
acre. This gives you a nice balance in space and soil 
use for the walnut is tall and deep rooted and the chestnut 
is more shallow rooted with a lower head. 
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Plants for Wildlife Feeding 


This is one of the most complete lists of nursery stock 
for wildlife ever offered.

A game program without, permanent feed is futile.
